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FOREWORD 



Responding to many requests for Tests in Use in Title 
VII Bilingual Education Projects , wliich appeared in 1971, 
the Dissemination Center for Bilingual Bicultural Education 
has published Evaluation Instruments .for Bilingual Education i 
which is a revision of the earlier work. The evaluation ' 
instruments that were listed in Tests in Use have been 
arranged alphabetically in the form of an annotated biblio- 
graphy. The descriptions of the instruments have been 
expanded whenever possible to include detailed information 
about the costs, purposes, scores and other data that 
projects can use in choosing and obtaining the instruments. 
A projects index and a publishers index have been added to 
the projects and publishers directories that were retained 
from Tests in Use . To facilitate the use of the bookr a 
subject index has been appended, also. 

Communication among bilingual-bicultural education 
projects can stimulate the development of reliable evalua- 
tion instruments that are necessary for projects to con- 
tinue improving their curricula. A compendium of instru- 
ments in use by project sites throughout the country can 
help each locate, develop or adapt devices that suit its 
own local measurement requirements. Although the 
Dissemination Center for Bilingual Bicultural Education 
does not necessarily endorse any instrument that appears 
in Evaluation Instruments for Bilingual Education , tiie 
Center has published the book in the hopea that it can 
serve as a helpful reference guide.

The National Consortia for Bilingual liducation gathered 
much of this material during the years prior to the publi- 
cation of Tests in Use in - Tit le Vl 1 B i 1 ' ngua I lidnca 1 1 on 
Proj ect s . Supp lementary material for the commercial tests 
was drawn from several sources, most especially T h e jven th 
Mental Mea surements Yearbook edited by Oscar K. lUiros . 

The descriptions of evaluation instruments are intended 
solely as a directory for the convenience ot* bilingual li i - 
cultural education projects. Neitlier the inclusion nor tlie 
exclusion of any test in, this book implies a judgment by 
the editors about the adequacy, appropriateness or useful- 
ness of the test, and such evaluation should not be inferred. 

The information for the descriptions of evaluation 
instruments appears in the following order, although not 
all descriptions are fully annotated. In the- first para- 
graph of the entry appear: 

1) . Title , Alternate Title , Ac ronym . The moi-t com- 
plete title is listed first~ TT tRc instrument has an al- 
ternate title or an acronym, then such information follows 
next. The acronym is in parentheses, but if the acronym 
is more familiar than a longer title, then the evaluation 
instrument is listed by the acronym. For example, the APBLL 
Test appears under APELL rather than under Assessment Pro- 
gram of Early Learning Levels. . A list of acronyms and the 
titles that they abbreviate appears in the appendix. 

2) . Author . The author is the designer of the instru- 
ment. 

3) . Publ isher , Source . The source of an instrument 
may be the commercial publ isher the college or educational 
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laboratory Jc s i .linc r , the project devolopor or tlic project 
user.
